SAN FRANCISCO BAY AREA TO APPLY ORDER TO GET RESULTS 


All employment in the San Francisco bay area was placed on 
a forty-eight hour work week basis by order of the war man- 


power commission in all war and non-war industries employing 

| eight or more persons. Because of the claim that the manpower 

| problem in the area is rapidly approaching a critical stage, the

commission took this action to 
cover the following territory: 
San Francisco, Alameda, Con- 
tra Costa, Sen Mateo, Marin, 


| Napa and Solano counties. 


The authority for this action is 
contained in the presidential exec- 
utive order No. 9301, issued on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1943. It does not in any 
way, however, supersede employ- 
ment agreements now existing 
between unions and employers. Ef- 
forts on the part of certain chisel- 
ers seeking to evade their contrac- 
tual obligations with the unions 
involved have already been called 
to the attention of the California 
State Federation of Labor. 

So that the unions will be 
clear on the entire matter, the 


federation wishes to emphat- 
ically call to their attention 
that nothing in the 48-hour 


work week order disturbs their 
agreements with their respec- 
tive employers. The following is 
quoted from the executive order 
No. 9301: 

“5. Nothing in this order shall be 
as superseding or in 
conflict with any federal, state or 
law limiting hours of work

plates that applicable statutes such 
as the fair labor standards act 
and the Walsh-Healey act, or em- 
ployment agreements (our empha- 
sis) which provide for overtime at 
time and one-half on a daily or 
weekly basis or for the sixth day of 
work in a_ regularly scheduled 
work week, shall not be disturbed 
by the provisions of the order. 
Therefore, in situations where ap- 
plicable laws or employment agree- 
ments require time and one-half 
worked in excess of 8 hours per 
day or 40 hours per week, the order 
permits the payment of time and 
one-half for such overtime. Like- 
wise, where an employment con- 
tract requires time and one-half 
compensation for the sixth day 
worked in a regularly scheduled 
work week, the order permits such 
premium pay .. .” 

It is obvious, therefore, that 
nothing in this latest order will 
interfere with the pay schedules 
negotiated by the unions and 
in effect. The unions have the 
same full rights which they 
have always enjoyed in matters 
of this kind, and any effort on 
the part of some unprincipled 
employer to encroach upon 
these rights must be resisted by 
the unions to the fullest extent 
possible.

Hailed At Huge 


Patriotic Rally 


It was a great night for American workers. 

Never before since the war began have the efforts of AFL 
workers to help win the war come in for such long-overdue 
praise from those in high office and members of our armed 


forces. 


It all happened at a huge@————— 


patriotic rally held in Constitu- 
tion hall in the nation’s capital 
under auspices of the Wash- 
ington central labor union. 

AFL President William Green set 
the keynote for the proceedings 
with the ringing declaration that 
the six million members of the fed- 
eration will go on working for 
victory, come what may, until the 
enemies of freedom and democracy 
surrender unconditionally. .He was 
cheered to the echo. 


War Manpower Commission- 
er McNutt brought to the meet- 
ing the “personal feiicitations, 
warm greetings and best 
wishes” of the president of the | 
United States. 


Undersecretary of War Robert, 
P. Patterson left a dinner to Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill at the} 
British embassy to come to the 
meeting and deliver an address 
which warmed the hearts of the 
audience. He said: 

“There is only one spirit evident 
here—a determination to keep our 
sleeves rolled up, a determination | 
to keep the production lines rolling, 
a determination to win the war. 

“My friend, Mr. William Green, 
has pledged that the six million 
members of the American Federa- | 
tion of Labor will never let down 
the men on the battlefronts. I con- 
gratulate him and his associates 
on the federation’s executive coun- 
cil. 

At the very start of the rally a 
service flag was raised with ap- 
propriate ceremonies in honor of 
the more than a million young men 
who are members of the AFL now 
serving in the nation’s armed 
forces. 

Some of these boys, who have 
come back from the battle- 
fronts acclaimed as national 
heroes, provided the big punch 
of the rally. Prominent among 
the long list of heroes pre- 
sented to the audience were 
Sergt. Al Schmid, a Philadel- 
phia AFL worker, who went to 
Guadalcanal as a marine and 
killed many japs before he was 
blinded, and Lieut. James 
Kaiser, of the army air force, 
who once served as an AFL 
carpenter in Youngstown, O., 
before becoming a hero of air- 
fights in Asia and Africa. 

Not in uniform, but very much in 
the picture, were six members of 
the iftternational seafarers’ union 
who have been torpedoed several 
times but are still determined to go 
on sailing the nation’s merchant 
ships at any hazard.

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HANDICAPPED WORKERS IN DEMAND;

Handicapped workers, such as 
the hard of hearing, are highly 
rated in war plants and employers 
are asking for more, the local 
office of the U. S. employment 
service in New York city reports. 
The office said one recent request 
for 15 deaf women to operate 
office machinery went unfilled, as 
no applicants were available. 

In recent months, the office has 
placed all its registered deaf wo- 
men, largely in war plants where 
they are unaffected by the noise 
that is often tiring and distracting 
to those with good hearing. 

Even the blind, with their 
special sensitivity of touch, are 
said to be “in pretty brisk de- 
mand,” as they have proved 
themselves efficient assemblers 
of small parts, inspectors by 
the touch system, operators of 
hand drills and capable at other 


jobs calling for finger dex- 
terity.
